Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 3-5, filed 4/14/03, with respect to claims 1, 3, and 8 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-9 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the image reader with 
a light-guiding transparent board of the primary reference, Yamana et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,696,607) does not teach light panel concentrating sections of different properties. The 
Examiner found neither prior art cited in its entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any 
motivation to combine any of the said prior art which teaches an installation on a scanner 
wherein a light channeling panel concentrates more light to the end portions of the linear light 
source, rather than the mid portion, and the light channeling panel is formed from a plurality of 
panel materials, each having a different light transparency.
